presidential task force has de­ 
nou nced 
the 
Ohio 
National 
G u ard’s fatal shooting of fou r 
stu dents and wou nding of nine 
others at Kent State Univ ersity 
last May 4 as “ u nnecessary , u n­ 
w arranted and inex cu sable.” 
The Commission on Campu s 
Unrest condemned the v iolent 
actions of some stu dents, te rm ­ 
ing them intolerable, bu t said 
the confrontation “was not a 
danger which called for lethal 
force.” 
The 
ju dgments 
were 
con­ 
tained in a 22,5 00-word inv esti­ 
gativ e report, released Su nday 
night, which focu sed ex clu siv ely 
on the Kent State incident. 
“ The ... tragedy mu st su rely 
m ark the last time that loaded 
rifles a re issu ed as a m atter of 
cou rse to gu ardsm en confront­ 
ing stu dent dem onstrators,” de­ 
clared the panel.

Ohio, 
Gov . 
Jam es 
A. 
Rhodes, Kent State President 
Robert I. White and Adju tant 
Gen. Sy lv ester T. Del Corso of 
the Ohio National Gu ard all de­ 
clined comment. 
They noted they are u nder 
cou rt order not to discu ss the is­ 
su e u ntil a state grand ju ry fin­ 
ishes hearings. 
The docu ment represented the 
completion of the commission’s 
three-month probe into v iolence 
on the nation’s campu ses. 
G eneral re c om m e nd a tions 
were u nv eiled a week ago, and 
detailed findings were released 
Thu rsday on the shooting deaths 
of two stu dents at Jackson State 
College, also term ed u nju stified. 
The Kent State report said the 
Gu ard had comm itted “ a seri­ 
ou s e rror” in attem pting to dis­ 
perse what was, at first, a 
peacefu l gathering. 
The su bseq u ent bu rst of 61 


shots within a 13-second period, 
withou t any apparent order to 
open fire, “cannot be ju stified,” 
the commission said. 
The report rejected claims of 
sniper fire. 
In hu ndreds of interv iews, 
three day s of hearings and 8,000 
pages of FBI reports, “ nothing 
was fou nd to indicate that any ­ 
one other than a gu ardsm an dis­ 
charged a firearm du ring the in­ 
cident,” it said. 
Bu t Lt. Col. J. E. P. McCann, 
an aide to Del Corso, said in 
Ohio 
Su nday , 
“ Ou r 
policies 
hav en’t changed. We still feel 
the indiv idu al at the v ery least 
is entitled to protect himself, 
realizing, of cou rse, that when 
they pu t ammu nition in the ri­ 
fles is u p to the comm ander on 
the scene. The men will be 
arm ed and issu ed ammu nition.” 
Of the v iolence committed by 
some of the Kent State stu dents, 


Commission Chairman William 
W. Scranton,form er Repu blican 
gov ernor of Pennsy lv ania, said : 
“ Those who wreaked hav oc on 
the town of Kent, those who 
bu rned 
the 
ROTC 
bu ilding, 
those who attacked and stoned 
National Gu ardsmen, and all 
those who u rged them on and 
applau ded their deeds, share 
the responsibility for the deaths 
and inju ries of May 4 . 
“ Violence by stu dents on or 
off the cam pu s can nev er be 
ju stified by any griev ance, phi­ 
losophy , or political idea,” he 
said. “ There can be no sanc­ 
tu ary or immu nity from prose­ 
cu tion on the campu s ....” 
Among other findings of the 
commission: 
—The 
weight 
of 
ev idence 
shows no order was giv en to Na­ 
tional Gu ardsmen to fire that 
Monday at the stu dents or any ­ 
thing else. 


—Aggressiv e people in the 
crowd were not closer than 20 
y ards to the gu ardsm en—nev er 
at bay onet point as one said— 
and the main body was some 7 5 
y ards away when the firing oc­ 
cu rred. 
—The specific stu dent assem ­ 
bly in a legitimately bu sy c a m ­ 
pu s area which prompted the 
gu ard action was peacefu l at 
the ou tset. 


—Nothing was fou nd to su g­ 
gest that SDS—Stu dents for a 
Democratic Society —had a hand 
in the distu rbances. Howev er, 
FBI information indicates the 
bu rning of the ROTC bu ilding 
Satu rday night m ay hav e been 
planned since, “ railroad flares, 
a m achete, and ice picks are not 
cu stomarily carried to peacefu l 
rallies.” Also “ a significant pro­ 
portion” of those at the bu rning 
were not Kent State stu dents.

Fro m 196 0 thro ug h 196 9, ef­ 
fectiv e buy ing po wer, tha t is in­ 
co me left o v er a fter pa y ing fed­ 
era l, sta te a nd lo ca l ta x es, in­ 
crea sed 4 8.39 per cent, wherea s 
Kinca id’s repo rt fo resa w a hike 
o f o nly 30 per cent. 
So fa r it seems clea r Dix o n’s 
reta il sa les did no t keep pa ce in 
ca pturing a v a ila ble dispo sa ble 
inco me. 
Ho wev er, a deeper tro uble y et 
lurks in these percenta g es. 
The Kinca id study wa s sub­ 
mitted in Ma rch, 196 3, a nd tho se 
respo nsible fo r it co uld no t a nd 
did no t fo resee the g rea t infla ­ 
tio n which wo uld o ccur between 
196 6 a nd 1969. 
A hint o f wha t wa s bey o nd 
their ken in 1963 is tha t effectiv e 
buy ing po wer incra se wa s un­ 
derestima ted by mo re tha n 18 
per cent. 
The rea so n fo r this underesti­ 
ma tio n is unfo reseen infla tio n. 
Furthermo re, effectiv e buy ­ 
ing inco me increa ses do no t 
co mpletely a cco unt fo r infla tio n 
effects o n prices since prices a l­ 
wa y s rise befo re wa g e hikes. 
Thus, the rea l infla tio n be­ 
tween 1966 a nd 196 9 ca n pro ba ­ 
bly be sta ted co nserv a tiv ely a t 
25 per cent. 
Bring ing this ba ck to reta il 
sa les: 
Kinca id underestima ted the 
surg e in dispo ssa ble inco me 
here by mo re tha n 18 per cent 
beca use the deca de sa w infla ­ 
tio n o f 25 o r mo re per cent. 
The o ther side o f the co in is 
tha t Kinda id a lso underestima t­ 
ed wha t reta il sa les sho uld in­ 
crea se by the sa me percenta g e 
fo r the infla tio na ry effect o f 
prices. 
Thus, kno wing wha t we do 
no w we a re a wa re tha t Kinca id 
wo uld ha v e predicted reta il 
sa les increa ses o f 58.33 per cent

PHNOM PENH (A P ) - C am ­ 
bodia’s national assembly and 
senate v oted u nanimou sly today 
to end their cou ntry ’s ancient 
monarchy and replace it with a 
repu blic. 
The legislators at a joint ses­ 
sion said the repu blic wou ld be 
proclaimed Oct. 9 and wou ld go 
into effect Nov . 1. Chief of State 
Chen Heng leav es Oct. 9 to 
speak to the U.N. General As­ 
sembly in New York. 
The switch to a repu blic is de­ 
signed chiefly as a blow against 
Prince Norodom Sihanou k, the 
deposed chief of state and head 
of the roy al hou se, who has set 
u p a gov ernment-in-ex ile in P e ­ 
king. Western political observ ­ 
ers said that while the constitu ­ 
tional changes that wou ld resu lt 
were not y et clear, they dou bted 
that

imm ediate change in Prem ier 
Lon Nol’s gov ernment or its op-

DUBLIN, Ireland 
(AP) 
— 
President Nix on cam e to Du blin 
today to wind u p his Eu ropean 
tou r and in the midst of an oth­ 
erwise friendly welcome his car 
was splattered with eggs. 
Witnesses reported two eggs 
hit the windshield of Nix on’s 
limou sine as it rou nded a street 
corner ju st before entering the 
gates of Du blin Castle. 
A nothe r 
d e m on s t r a t or 
cru shed an egg against the side 
of the car, witnesses said. 
Nix on was standing in the 
open rear end of the car at the 
time, wav ing acknowledgment 
to the applau se of a crowd gath­ 
ered thickly on both sides of the 
street. 
He sat down briefly when the 
eggs started to fly , bu t then 
stood u p again. 
In the throng at the tu rn in 
the m otorcade rou te was a 
sm all grou p of dem onstrators 
shou ting their opposition to U.S. 
Vietnam policy and making de­ 
risiv e gestu res. 
They apparently cam e from 
the small grou p of Maoist Com­ 
mu nists which has established 
itself in Du blin ov er the past 
y ear. 
Also in the car with the P resi­ 
dent were Mrs. Nix on and Dr. 
Patrick J. Hillary , Ireland's for­ 
eign minister, and his wife. 
Police q u ickly grabbed the 
egg throwers. One was a woman 
in a raincoat. The other two 
were men. 
Otherwise the President had 
receiv ed nothing bu t cheerfu l 
Irish welcomes from grou ps of 
v illagers as he drov e and heli­ 
coptered across the cou ntry to 


the capital. 
At Du blin Castle he lu nched 
with 
Prim e 
Minister 
Jack 
Ly nch and other leaders, before 
his take off for Washington. 
Crowds were six deep arou nd 
the castle bu t elsewhere on the 
President’s rou te the tu rnou t 
was not heav y . This apparently 
was du e to sev ere secu rity oper-^ 
ations which disru pted traffic in 
the main bu siness center. 
On his way to the castle for 
the state lu ncheon Nix on paid a 
cou rtesy call on President Ea- 
mon de Valera, who will be 88 
this month. 
Nix on’s Eu ropean tou r has 
taken him throu gh Italy , Yu go­ 
slav ia, Spain and Britain. 
Today , he trav eled across a 
green and showery Ireland by 
helicopter and motorcade, stop­ 
ping at the grav ey ard of his a n­ 
cestors on his way to Du blin. 
At Timahoe. the grav ey ard of 
his Milhou s Irish Qu aker fore­ 
bears. he shook hands and chat­ 
ted with v illagers and farm ers 
and proclaimed a goal of work­ 
ing for a “ generation of peace.” 
Then he hopped into a limou ­ 
sine to tou r throu gh 27 miles of 
cou ntry side, pau sing to trade 
greetings with knots of applau d­ 
ing citizens, finally re-entering 
a helicopter to fly to the U.S. 
Em bassy residence in Du blin. 
As he wou nd u p his nine-day 
tou r, the President was optimis­ 
tic abou t ex tension of the Mid­ 
dle E ast cease-fire. And he is 
ready to increase U.S. nav al 
strength in the M editerranean if 
the Ru ssians pu sh him. 
“ Neither party ... will gain 
by breaking the cease-fire,”

Nix on told newsmen at a recep­ 
tion Su nday night at Dromoland 
Castle. 
Any party at this 
time 
that 
wou ld 
break 
the 
cease-fire initiativ e wou ld hav e 
v ery , v ery little su pport in the 
world. It wou ld be acting alone 
against the whole might of the 
world pu blic opinion ...” 
The 90-day cease-fire agreed 
to by Israel, Egy pt and Jordan 
is schedu led to ex pire Nov . 5. 
On Satu rday , the President and 
British P rim e Minister Edw ard 
Heath agreed to work for a 90- 
day ex tension. 
Nix on said he v isited the U.S. 
6 th Fleet in the M editerranean 
du ring his fiv e-nation trip be­ 
cau se when there is “u nex pect­ 
ed and u npredictable v iolence, 
withou t reason ... there mu st 
be m ilitary stability and mili­ 
tary strength.” 
While declaring that the 50- 
ship fleet “ presently can meet 
its m ission,” Nix on showed con­ 
cern abou t the growing Sov iet 
nav al force in the area. 
Nix on said the 6 th Fleet mu st 
continu e to be able to deter “ ir­ 
responsible 
elements 
in 
the 
M editerranean a re a .” He add­ 
ed: 
“ In 
the 
ev ent 
that 
other 
forces, 
nav al 
forces, 
shou ld 
threaten the position of strength 
which the 6 th Fleet now enjoy s, 
then the United States m u st be 
prepared to take the action nec­ 
essary to m aintain that ov er-all 
strength of the 6 thFleet.” 
He said the fleet’s strength 
wou ld hav e to be increased 
shou ld its position be threatened 
by “other powers with other de­ 
signs on the a re a .” At no point 
did the President nam e the So­ 
v iet Union, bu t that clearly was 
his target. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e had only 
one bu siness meeting Su nday , 
with Dav id K.E. Bru ce, the 
chief American negotiator at 
the Vietnam peace talks in P a r ­ 


is, and key foreign policy adv is­ 
ers. 
While White Hou se sou rces 
said Nix on saw no reason to be 
optimistic abou t peace pros­ 
pects at this time, Press Secre­ 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler reported 
that 
the 
President 
sou ght 
Bru ce’s v iews “on what cou ld 
possibly be done to mov e the ne­ 
gotiations off dead center.” 
There 
had 
been 
mou nting 
specu lation that Nix on, in ad­ 
v ance of nex t m onth’s congres­ 
sional elections, might u nv eil a 
new- Vietnam peace initiativ e 
and speed u p withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from the com bat zone. 
Ziegler steadfastly declined to 
say y es or no on either possibili­ 


ty or whether Nix on soon wou ld 
report to the nation on Vietnam. 
“ We hope, if at all possible,” 
said Ziegler, “ to m ake progress 
in bringing the conflict in Sou th 
Vietnam to a conclu sion throu gh 
the negotiating process.” 
Nix on told reporters that be­ 
cau se of his meeting with Bru ce 
and “ catching u p on some of the 
work that accu m u lated du ring 
the week,” he cancelled plans to 
make a helicopter v isit Su nday 
to Waterv ille. It had been ru ­ 
mored he might do some salm ­ 
on fishing there. 
Mrs. Nix on m ade a day -long 
helicopter tou r Su nday that in­ 
clu ded v isits with distant rela­ 
tions in the v illage of Ballin- 


robe. 
In Du blin, on the other side of 
Ireland, a small grou p of Irish 
protesters picketed the 
U.S. 
Em bassy throu gh the night, in 
adv ance of Nix on’s arriv al in 
the capital today . 
A heav y police gu ard kept 
watch on the embassy du ring 
and after a Su nday afternoon 
demonstration by 1,000 Commu ­ 
nist-led protesters who staged a 
mock trial and bu rned an effigy 
of Nix on as lou dspeakers blared 
ou t an Irish reel. 
The dem onstrators were pro­ 
testing Nix on’s v isit and his 
choice of neu tral Ireland as the 
scene for his meeting with 
Bru ce on Vietnam.

N e w fighting in Jordan

New fighting broke ou t in 
northern Jordan today between 
gov ernment troops and P ales­ 
tinian gu errillas, according to a 
gu errilla commu niq u e issu ed in 
Beiru t. 
The commu niq u e said Jord a­ 
nian arm y gu ns started shelling 
the v illage of H arim a. near Ir- 
bid, at dawn. “ A fierce battle 
broke ou t,” the gu errillas said, 
and fighting was still going on 
abou t 10 hou rs later. 
Tanks and arm ored cars ad ­ 
v anced 
on 
the 
v illage 
and 
clashed with a gu errilla ou tpost, 
the commu niq u e said. 
Harim a is between Irbid and 
the Sy rian frontier. Both Irbid 
and Ram tha remain occu pied 
by the gu errillas, bu t they are 
su rrou nded by Jordanian a r ­ 
mor. 
Jordanian arm y sou rces said 
earlier that the gu errillas had 


begu n to withdraw from the 
northern 
cities, 
bu t 
a 
new 
agreem ent allowed their militia 
and su pplies to remain. 
Under the agreem ent reached 
Su nday between gu errilla leader 
Yasir Arafat and Tu nisian P re ­ 
mier Bahi Ladgham. head of an 
Arab tru ce team, the com m an­ 
dos will withdraw q u ickly from 
Jordanian cities, bu t their mili­ 
tia and su pplies will stay . 
Arafat and Ladgham reached 
the agreem ent du ring talks in 
R am tha, fiv e miles from the 
Sy rian border, and Irbid, Jor­ 
d an’s second largest city , 10 
miles to the west. 
According to one of Ladg- 
ha m ’s aides, the gu errillas will 
mov e their military forces to a 
base in the mou ntains near Jar- 
ash. close to the Israeli border. 
Bu t the gu errilla militia, esti­ 
m ated at 25 ,000, and su pply 
bases and offices in cities will 


remain. Observ ers said it wou ld 
be easy for the gu errilla mili­ 
tary forces to filter back after a 
su itable cooling off period. 


The arm ed gu errillas’ defi­ 
ance of the Jordanian gov ern­ 
m ent’s control was the u nder­ 
ly ing cau se of the strife which 
has torn Jordan for months. Aft­ 
er the cease-fire which ended 
the 11-day civ il w ar last month, 
King Hu ssein’s gov ernment said 
it wou ld permit the gu errillas’ 
militia only if they were dis­ 
arm ed or combined w'ith arm y 
forces u nder arm y control. 


Ladgham said his talks with 
Arafat, whom he described as 
“ a leader of statu re,” were 
frank and cordial. He said A ra­ 
fat “ was ex erting his eill and 
emerging as a leader of all ten­ 
dencies in the gu errilla m ov e­ 
ment who has his troops in 
hand.” 
Singer Janis Joplin found dead 
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A f f or » f B o t c K o c o n 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Janis 
Joplin, a Tex as ru naway who 
hit the top as a rock mu sic sing­ 
er selling millions of records, 
was fou nd dead Su nday night. 
Police said her body , with 
fresh hy podermic needle m arks 
on the left arm . was fou nd in 
her Holly wood hotel apartm ent. 
An au topsy , was ordered to de­ 
termine the cau se of death. 
“There were no dru gs in the 
room, only teq u ila, v odka and 
wine,” a police spokesman said. 
An ambu lance attendant said 
Mis« ’epli.i, 
was wearing a 
nightgown and her death “didn't 
look like fou l play . It looked like 
she had ju st fallen ov er.” 
Miss Joplin was the second 
rock mu sic star to die in less 
than a month. Gu itarist Jimi 
Hendrix , who also was 27 , was 


fou nd dead in an apartm ent in 
London Sept. 18. A pathologist 
said he had su ffocated from 
v omiting while u nconsciou s. 
Miss Joplin, who liv ed in the 
San Francisco su bu rb of L ark­ 
spu r, had been here since Au g. 
24 to perform for Colu mbia Re­ 
cords Her body was fou nd by 
John Cooke, a gu itarist with the 
Janis Joplin Fu ll Tilt Boogie 
rock grou p, police said 
Cooke told of f e r s he became 
su spiciou s after not seeing Mi.-» 
Joplin all day and bon owed a 
key to check her apartm ent In­ 
v estigators said she had been 
dead abou t 12 hou rs. 
Miss Joplin rocketed to s ta r­ 
dom after singing the blu es 
imitation of 
classic “ Ball and Chain" at the 
folk singer 


Her albu ms which sold a mil­ 
lion or m ore copies inclu ded 
“ Cheap Thrills” and “ I'v e Got 
Dem 01’ Kozmic Blu es Again 
M am a.” She was best known for 
the songs “ May be,” “ Kozmic 
Blu es,” 
“ One 
Good 
M an,” 
“ Work 
Me 
Lord” 
“ Tu rtle 
Blu es” 
and 
“ Piece 
of 
My 
H eart.” 
She ran away from her Port 
Arthu r, Tex ., home at age 17 
and after fiv e y ears of drifting 
to Hou ston, New York and Los 
Angeles, settled in San F rancis­ 
co where she worked occasion­ 
ally as a key pu nch operator. 
One night at a party , she once 
told an interv iewer, she did an 
Odetta, the blu es 


1967 Monterey , Calif., Interna­ 
tional Pop Festiv al 
“ I’d nev er su ng before and I 
cam e ou t with thi« hu ge v oice." 


After that she sang with small 
grou ps in Tex as, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
Miss Joplin fav ored hippie- 
ty pe garb and drov e a Porsche 
painted with astrological signs 
and a bloody U.S. flag. She d e ­ 
scribed herself as a beatnik. 
She said “beatniks believ e 
things a re n’t going to get better 
and say the hell with it, stay 
stoned and hav e a good tim e.” 
She often drank bou rbon while 
performing and once said of her 
singing: “ It’s all feeling. When 
I’m singing I’m not thinking.” 
When asked whether her all- 
ou t wailing, scream ing sty le 
might cu t short her career, she 
said: “ May be I won’t last as 
long as other singers, bu t I 
think y ou can destroy y ou r now 
bv worry ing abou t tomorrow ”

Wh at if y ou already h av e 
fatty deposits in th e arteries 
from “civ ilized” liv ing?

A Census Bureau study documents significant gains during the past three decades 
by black Am ericans in overcoming longstanding educational disadvantages. M ore than 
three times as many (7 per cent as compared with 2 per cent) young black adults have 
completed four years of college today as in 19 40. Similar increases have been regis­ 
tered for high school graduates and minimum schooling (five years). The results shows 
up in a jump of the average young adult's education level to slightly a b o v e high 
school and a narrowing of the gap with white Americans.

“ So what can we do to help 
her raise her school m arks?” 
Child Cruelty 
A lot of child cruelty occurs 
that isn’t even recognized as 
such by doting parents. 
For when you uproot a young­ 
ster from its fam iliar neighbor­ 
hood, that child often becomes 
tense, fearful and likely to drop 
in its school marks. 
Parents, P L E A S E , have a 
heart! 
If you are forced to move be­ 
cause Daddy’s job requires it, 
then by all means “ vaccinate” 
your youngster favorably to the 
new neighborhood. 
If you have several kiddies of 
school age, they can help bol­ 
ster up each other’s timidity 
about entering a new school but 
even so they appreciate the 
“ vaccination” process outlined 
below. 
And a shy “ only” child is dou­ 
bly grateful for it. 
1. Schedule a little party at 
your home or a nearby park for 
those youngsters in your city 
block who are the same age as 
your school tot. Do this before 
school begins, so your young­ 
ster will have made a few 
friends in advance of the open­ 
ing day of school. 
2. Take your child to the 
neighborhood 
Sunday 
School 
the very first Sunday you are in 
the new neighborhood.This will 
probably get him into a class­ 
room situation with other kid­ 
dies of his age who will then be 
in the same room with him at 
public school. 
3. Contrive to have a neigh­ 
boring youngster stop for your 
child en route to school or to the 
corner where the bus picks 
them up. 
Child Needs Escort First Day 
4. If there are no nearby 
youngsters to chaperone your 
child on that first day, then 
Mamma should escort him to 
the bus and introduce him to the 
driver. Also, get the driver’s 
name, for when people know 
each other’s names, they don’t 
feel as strange and fearful. 
5. Mamma should also have 
obtained the teacher’s name 
and preferably have met her 
prior to the child’s first day in 


the new school. 
6. By all means, attend the 
first PTA or PTO meeting. Dad­ 
dy should likewise exert enough 
energy to accompany Mamma, 
so both parents know the teach­ 
er.And visit your child’s room, 
where you can take note of any 
papers or drawings of your 
youngster that may be on the 
blackboard. 
7. If your child is below aver­ 
age in any subject, such as 
reading, spelling or arithmetic, 
then engage in a little tactful 
home tutoring via the “ flash 
card” method outlined in the 
booklet below. 
Cut some strips of white card­ 
board upon which you print the 
words from your child’s reading 
book which he doesn’t under­ 
stand. Then hold up two cards, 
showing the differences in the 
printed words, and let him pro­ 
nounce them correctly. Now 
shuffle the cards and ask him to 
identify them. Add a third; then 
a fourth, etc. He’ll learn 25 new 
words in just a few minutes! 
Let Daddy compete with him 
while Mamma holds up the 
cards as she counts slowly to 10. 
First one to pronounce the word 
gets that card. Use the backs of 
these cards for math, as 5 X 3 
are . . .

In o ne o f the mo st specta cula r ex ­ 
a mples, a leng th o f New Yo rk’s Fifth 
Av enue wa s tempo ra rily blo cked o ff 
a nd peo ple ex perienced the hea dy ex ­ 
hila ra tio n o f wa lking up the middle o f a 
street free o f ex ha ust fumes, ro a ring 
eng ines a nd squea ling tires. 
The ba n-the-a uto mo v ement co uld 
ba ckfire, ho wev er, ca utio ns a tra ffic 
eng ineer. 
Clo sing selected streets o r a rea s to 
tra ffic is no t to be co nfused with the 
pedestria n ma lls pio neered in such cit­ 
ies a s Fresno , Ca lif., o r Ka la ma zo o , 
Mich., sa y s Peter G. Ko ltno w, urba n 
tra nspo rta tio n specia list with the 
Hig hwa y Users Federa tio n. 
These ma lls ca me o nly a fter the 
co nstructio n o f fa cilities to permit a u­ 
to mo tiv e tra v el to g a in ea sy pro x imity 
to the ca r-free a rea s. Their success lies 
in their a ccessibility , bo th to a uto s a nd 
to ma ss tra nsit. 
Ba nning a uto mo biles fro m do wn­ 


to wn a rea s witho ut ca reful co nsidera ­ 
tio n o f ho w peo ple g et do wnto wn mig ht 
o nly a ccelera te the trend o f businesses 
to mo v e o ut to suburba n a rea s where 
pa rking is a bunda nt. 


It pro ba bly wo uld tend to reduce the 
co mpetitiv e po sitio n o f do wnto wn, sa y s 
Ko ltno w, especia lly since the rea l a d­ 
v a nta g e o f do wnto wn is tha t it is g ener­ 
a lly the po int in a city mo st a ccessible 
to the mo st peo ple. Reducing its a cces­ 
sibility wo uld just tend to ta ke a wa y 
the o ne a dv a nta g e it ha s. 
It ha s been sug g ested tha t ba nning 
the a uto wo uld enco ura g e the use o f 
ma ss tra nsit. 


He is co nv inced this wo uld no t ha p­ 
pen. Instea d, there wo uld be a shift o f 
a uto trips to a lterna te destina tio ns a nd 
a relo ca tio n o f the mo st tra nspo rta tio n- 
sensitiv e la nd uses elsewhere, further 
reducing ma ss tra nsit’s utility . 
Ba nning the a uto mo bile, ex cept in 
unusua l circumsta nces, flies in the 
fa ce o f the lo ng histo ry o f ma n’s in­ 
crea sing mo bility , sa y s Ko ltno w. 
A so under a ppro a ch to urba n pro b­ 
lems tha n a fa cile “ ba n the a uto ” is to 
pla n mo re wisely fo r its use.

Pau l Shanley , Boston’s “street 
priest” the last fou r y ears, has 
giv en u p walk ing his beat. 
“It was the only thing I cou ld 
do to k eep my sanity ,” Father 
Shanley said in an interv iew. “I 
cou ldn’t hack it anv m ore.” 
Shaggy -haired, hippie-garbed, 
and sometimes bearded, Father 
Pau l, as he is called by those 
who k now him, was a familiar 
figu re wherev er ru naway s gath­ 
ered in Boston. They were his 
flock , 
these 
“street 
k ids,” 
y ou ngsters who had left their 
homes and tu rned, for the most 
part, to dru gs. 
The controv ersial 39-y ear-old 
priest, assigned by Richard Car­ 
dinal Cu shing, Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Boston, to work 
with ru naway s, considered his 
u northodox dress and appear­ 
ance his tools. 
“ I adopted the dress of my 
people,” he said. 
He has been off the streets 
now for almost sev en week s, at 
his own requ est. 
“There wasn’t any thing more

a lot of the k ids,” Father Shan­ 
ley said, “The second y ear we 
were able to k eep them on soft 
dru gs, off the k illers.

“ I can’t watch any more what 
society ’s doing to its k ids,” he 
added. “ I feel lik e a father 
whose son is abou t to be k illed 
by a bu s. It’s bad enou gh to 
k now it’s going to happen with­ 
ou t hav ing to watch it happen.” 
At the moment Father Shan­ 
ley is still technically assigned 
to his street mission. Bu t he is 
doing nothing specific, awaiting 
a talk with the Most Rev . Hu m­ 
berto S. Medeiros, newly ap­ 
pointed archbishop of Boston, 
who will replace Cardinal Cu sh­ 
ing early nex t month. 
While work ing on the streets, 
Father Shanley wou ld often talk 
to as many as 30 y ou ngsters in a 
night. He wou ld stalk their 
hangou ts du ring the late ev en­ 
ing and early morning hou rs. 
“We ju st wanted to get them 
off the streets, giv e them a 
place to crash (sleep) for the 
night,” he said.

Randy Cooper picked off three 
of Plu nkett’s passes and Darry l 
Stinglev got the other two inter­ 
ceptions as Stanford's golden 
arm su ffered throu gh the rou gh­ 
est day of his career. 
Ev en 
Pu rdu e’s 
sophomore 
qu arterback, 
Chu ck 
Piebes, 
ov ershadowed Plu nkett by com­ 
pleting 15 of 20 passes. 
“We got whipped in ev ery 
way , shape and form.” said 
Stanford’s John Ralston. “They 
were a better team. We were 
flat. I’ll take fu ll responsibility 
for that. Let’s ju st say we u n 
derestimated their ability . Bu t 
we’ll be mentally sharp and 
ready to play nex t week against 
Sou thern Cal.

PITTSBURGH (AP) — “ Hel­ 
lo, Bill. This is Harry ,” said the 
v oice ov er the telephone from 
Pittsbu rgh to Minneapolis. 
“I think we’v e cracked the 
nu t here. Get all the gu y s to­ 
gether in one room and stand 
by . Hav e them ready to work. 
They are bargaining in good 
faith.” 
With those words spoken by 
National Leagu e u mpire Harry 
Wendelstedt in Pittsbu rgh to his 
American Leagu e colleagu e Bill 
Haller in Minneapolis, the end 
of the first u mpires’ strike in 
baseball history was signaled. 
Bu t, su rprisingly , it also sig­ 
naled what cou ld become an 
ev en more tense situ ation by the 
time the World Series begins 
nex t Satu rday —for the possibili­ 
ty ex ists that the u mpires will 
again be placard-carry ing pick­ 
ets. 
That prospect was brou ght 
abou t by the natu re of Su nday ’s 
settlement between the striking 
u mpires and the owners, actu al­ 
ly an agreement to retu rn to 
work while negotiations contin­ 
u ed. 
Bu t while neither Chu b Fee­ 
ney , the National Leagu e presi­ 
dent, nor Jack Rey nolds, the 
lawy er for the Major Leagu e 
Umpires Association, mentioned 
any 
deadline 
for 
reaching 
agreement, the u mpires insisted 
there was one. 
“We’ll threaten them with an­ 
other strike if they don’t settle,” 
said Au gieDonatelli. 
“They ’re going to hav e to 
reach agreement before the 
World 
Series,” 
added 
Dou g 
Harv ey . 
And Wendelstedt echoed those 
words with a sy mbolic gestu re, 
refu sing to discard the placard 
he had been carry ing with him 
that read: “Major Leagu e u m ­ 
pires on strike for wages.” 
The implication that he might 
hav e to u se it again was brou ght 
abou t by the fact that the u m­ 
pires went back to work at the 
National Leagu e play offs in 
Pittsbu rgh and the American 
Leagu e play offs in Minneapolis 
u nder terms of the old offer 
from the owners. 
Hav ing 
insisted 
prev iou sly 
that they be paid $5,000 for the 
play offs and $10,000 for the 
World Series, the u mpires re­ 
su med calling balls and strikes 
for $3,000 in the play offs. 
That was the original offer 
made by the owners, a $500 per 
man increase ov er the prev iou s 
y ear’s scale. A $500 increase 
also has been offered for the 
World Series that wou ld lift the 
u mpires’ pay at that ev ent to 
$7,000. 
Negotiations now will resu me, 
aimed presu mably at effecting 
a contract prior to the World 
Series. 
Rey nolds 
apparently 
thou ght that cou ld be done when 
he appeared with Feeney to an­
